DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response to the last Office Action, filed on September 1 1 th , 2008 has been 
entered and made of record. 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments see the Remarks on pages 13-15, filed on 09/1 1/2008, with respect 
to the 35 USC 1 12 1 st and 2 nd paragraph rejections have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The 35 USC 112 1 st and 2 nd paragraph rejections of claims 20-46 have been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 20-46 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art (see 
cited pertinent prior art cited below) teaches the generation of quality statistics using root mean 
square errors, pixel differences, human visual perception calculations, and signal to noise ratio 
measurements to generate a measure of compressed image quality. However, the claims require 
the comparison (ratio) of header information such as number of bits, bit planes, frames, blocks, 
tiles, or frames between the original uncompressed image and the compressed image. 
Furthermore, the claims require that this calculated value be used in a non-linear function to 
generate a quality value that is displayed. The prior art (IOS/IES 15444-3) has shown that the 
number of bits, bit planes, frames, blocks, and tiles of the compressed image are stored as part of 
the header information, and Yamada has taught the display of quality level information based on 
compression information (compression ratio) has been taught. However, neither Yamada nor the 
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Art Unit: 2624 

IOS/IES 15444-3 document has taught the storage and use of both the original image and 
compression image information (information - bits, bit planes, resolution, blocks, titles, and 
frames) stored in the header to generate a value that is input into an additional function to 
generate a quality statistic. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

• Jayant (US 2004/0 1 1 48 1 7) - video quality estimator, wherein error 
analysis is used to measure quality and then is used to adjust bit allocation 
during compression. 

• Kim (US 59058 12) - determines quality of coded image based on human 
color perception. 

• Kunitake (US 599 1458) - image quality prediction that adjusts the 
compression based on content. 

• Blair (US 606 1475) - determines a quality factor between compressed 
image and the original by computing differences between pixels of the two

images, and then computing a new pixel value (slope between adjacent 
pixels) if difference exceeds threshold. 
• Burak (US 6937767) - root mean square error is computed between 
compressed and uncompressed image data.
